PUBLIC SCHOOLS REPORT. 



In tlic clause of his report in -which 
lie deals with "pupil-tcnchers " tlio 
Superintendent of Educatioii essays a 
quotation from Holy "Writ which is a 
misquotation. Ho says, between in- 
verted commas, "ho prophet is without 
. honor save in his own country." Tlie 
quotation is incorrect, and if the gen- 
tleman will overhaul his New Tosta- 
ment ho will discover that ho has attri- 
buted to the Divino author of the say- 
' ing a slipshod sentence which it would 
not require a high-school pupil to sot 
straight. Said the English office-holder, 
when charged witli official sliortconi- 
ing, "You can't expect till tlio cardi- 
nal virtues for j£100 a j'oar;" nor need 
the taxpayers of British Columbia ex- 
pect \to":.obtain for $lpOO, a year t Su- 
perintendent of Schools who shall hold 
a first-class certificate for liis knowledge 
of "words of learned length and tluni- 
dei'ing .«iound,''" and have an intimate 
knowledge of Scripture besides. But 
what the public have a right to demand 
/iB^tbat. a gentleman occupying a posi- 
tion' similar to that of Mr. Mackenzie, 
and assuming the rolo of a censor upon 
the work of his predecessor, shall him- 
self be free from fault. What would 
pass without comment under other cir- 
cumstances cannot bo tolerated in those 
under , which Mr. MAOKENZiE addresses 
v ifre country.'. Absolute perfection was 
v^'r^uimir,'pf >';tho' ]ato Supoi intendont, 
and the public liiivo a right to insist 
upon a similar qualification from his 
.succe.s.sor — -at least when ho assumes 
the role of critic. jMr. Mackenzie, be- 
ing, a Cambridge-graduate/^yas not re- 
quired to submit himself for examina- 
tion before the local Board. A "degree 
from some British univci'sity" saved 
him from an ordeal which, if ho bo as 
unfamiliar with otlier subjects as with 
Scripture, might have resulted in as 
thorough a "plucking" as the monlcej' 
gave the crow. "Pupil-teachers," as 
we understand tlio term, are pupil.*; to 
'Avhom have been assigned classes. All 
are beginners, who must prove 1)3' a 
course of ])ractico and experience their 
. ability to instruct those placed in their 
charge. It is :no guarantee because a 
scholar graduates with honors that he 
or she is qualified to imjjart the know 
ledge obtained to those placed in his or 
her charge. Yet Mr. M.vckexzie's re- 
commendation, if adopted, would re- 
quire that girls and boys who, by dint 
of hard study and application have 
passed a creditable examination, should 
receive first-class certificates ns teachers, 
and be placed at once in positions of 
authority over their late fellow-pupils 
and playfellows; or if appointed to 
. • another school di;,trict that a first-class 
> ' .salary should bo paid him or her ac- 
cording to the graded certificate. The 
result would shortly bo that all teach- 
ers, young as well as old, would draw 
fii'st-class salaries — a teacher with a 
school that ten or twelve children at- 
tended I'eceiving as much as a teacher 
i who .had- 200, or 300 under tutelage. 
Does tHe issue of a life certificate to the 
holder of "a degree from some British 
university" give any'a.ssarance that the 
, ' holder is a competent teacher? A man 
or woman may be "away up"' in the 
classics and mathematics and be a 
~ dunce in the school room. Female teach- 
^_ ers, under the present rules, are not re- 
quired, to pass an examination in sub- 
jects not taught in their schools. Under 
Mr. Macke.n'zie's .system of "re-adjust- 
ment" they niiglil rank low on subjects 
not taught in their dcjpartments and be 
debarred from proving their proficiency 
in subjects that may be or should bo 
>rtaught therein, and which in male 
'tea'chers are not required — say plain 
and fancy needlework, cookery, domes- 
tic management, etc., branches that

The Cemeteries' Ordinance, 1870, 
hag been repealed by the House. Tho 
Bill was introduced by a jirivato mem- 
ber. It ought to have come from the 
Government, which .should have been 
prepared with a comprehonsivo mea.s- 
ure to take its ))lace. But there is 
simply nothing. With the Act re- 
pealed the trustees still have i)ower to 
deal with the property under tlio deed 
of trust. We do not approve of inter- 
fering with rights acquired under the 
ordinance. If a former Government 
made concessions, is it proposed to dis- 
possess the l eligious bodies that have 
acquired cemetery laads under the deed 
of trust? Any such attempt would 
fail before the courts; hence the reluc- 
tance of tho Attorney-General to take 
iiold of the Bill, the passage of which 
has left the matter just where it stood 
before.

if led to believe, a nuijority of the vouth 
are sent to scliools to bo fitted forother 
pursuits besides that of teaching, then 
Mr. Mackenzie's suggestions must be 
g ^cpndemnfd. The new regulation, if 
adopted, would deprive nearly two- 
thirds of all the certificated female 
teachers (with their present attain- 
ments) of a certificate. Teachers now 
giving the utmost satisfaction and fully 
qualified for all it is necessary to im- 
. . part in the pre]iaratory schools Avill 
have to gi\ G way to adepts in tho mys- 
teries of Euclid and algebra, The ad- 
justment of salaries to certiScate.<? is 
equally fallacious. It ia not true "that 
in every other country the grade of the 
certificatejs the basis upon which sal- 
aries are granted." The certificate, of 
'■ 'course, is something; hut success in 
teaching is the principal thing.,: ..In the 
."English colleges a certificate' gained is 
not i.ssued until after two years' trial 
has proved ability in aciual work, and 
yearly after that the certilicate in- 
■ ci'eases in e.vact proportion to tlie hold- 

■ er's success as a' teacher. We shall re- 
turn to this important subject in a day 
or two. The free-school system would 
appear tp^be imperiled by the under- 
mining of professed friends. 



■WTiither are yro Drifting? 

Editor Coloxist: — We boast of hav- 
ing a representative Government and 
it must be admitted that there is as- 
sociated with the idea a certain prestige 
which challenges at once our .sym- 
pathies and our admiration. But, 
sir, unless responsible Government in- 
volves equal justice to all classes of the 
community tho mere name is simjily a 
shadow without the substance, a mvth, 
a delusion and a farce. In this con- 
nection the action-of our Government 
towards the agricultural interests of tho 
Prorince is so manifestly unjust tliat 
their acts need only to be comprehend- 
ed to elicit for their author.'? tho dis- 
approval and condemnation of every 
impartial elector in the community. 

The owners and occupiers of our 
public lands consist of two classes, the 
mere speculators and tho actual cultiva- 
tors of the soil. The former is in all 
new countries regarded as a species of 
drone in the busy hive of human in- 
dustry — a man who invests his money 
in the expectation that by tho sweating 
toil of others he will by and by reap a 
golden 'harvest in the increased value 
of his property. The farmer proper is 
tho representation of an industry 
which from time immemorial has been 
considered the ba.sis of a nation's pros- 
perity — an industry which is essential 
to man's very existence, and an indus- 
ti'v the neglect of which has done more to 
impoverish British Columbia than all 
other causes combined. Sagacious 
statesmen in other new countries deem 
it to be .sound political economy to, as 
far as possible, aid and encourage the 
extension of agi'icultural development. 
In the name of justice and common 
sense why, then, does the Government 
of British Columbia pursue an opposite 
course ?

Not content with tho contumely of the 
tax penalty law — but as if to add insult 
to injury British Columbia has also 
presented the anomalous spectacle of a 
representative body obliterating every 
vestige of the written tenure by which 
the pre empted lands of our early pio- 
neers were acquired, substituting there- 
for cruel exactions which practically 
have the efiectof reducing many a strug- 
gling settler to the position of an ab- 
ject mendicant upon the clemency of a 
mercenary ministry. That a majority 
in a representative house could have 
been found willing to commit ,so mon- 
strous an act is certainly ah anomaly 
peculiar to British Columbia, and with 
out n parallel in the annals of any free 
people — a disgrace and a blot upon tlie 
name of our fair Province, and a bur- 
lesque upon free institution.s.

Bearing in mind the opinions 
several times cxpi'es.sed by Jlr. Speaker

Qi'; CONSTITUTION AMEND.MENT BILL. 

' Mr. Abraras said tho bill was already 
.2Ti! in the; hands of tho printers,: and ho 
hoped it would be before tho House to- 
morrow. 

Mr. Vernon said he considered Mr. 
Xf; Speaker had ruled liis bill in order, and 
thought it should bo dealt with prior to 
■ this bill. 

, Hon. Mr. Walkom asked tho hon. gon- 
>^ : tlenah to -witlidinw his bill and to bring 
in amendments when the bill, now called 
on, should come up. If the hon. gentle- 
man should insist on his bill being intro- 
duced he would be compelled to rise and 
move the previous question. 
•' ' ■ Mr. Smitho said he agreed to a great 
extent with tho leader of the Goyernmont 
with reference to to,,the? reappnaibility of

Dr. Ash said that if tho Government 
would undertake to bring in a bill to take 
tho place of that of tho hon. member for 
Yale and tliat of the member for Nanaimo 
he thought~.ihe;cquratiou could bo dealt 
with in a satisfactory manner. ' 
The matter then dropped. 

CEMETEKY OKDINANCE 

Mr. Evans in moving tho second read- 
ing of this bill explained that its object 
was to do away with tho evils at present 
complained of. Tho comotory was sup- 
posed to be public and yet the public now 
have only a right to about ono-tonth por- 
tion of tho ground. One case particularly 
eomplaincd of was that of a Roman Cath- 
olic who died, but was refused burial in 
their ground on account of his belonging 
to tlio Odd Follows. There were several 
other cases where persons were refused 
burial in certain portions of tho ground 
because the}' belonged to religious sects, 
and this took place in spite of tho fact that 
tho ground was a public cemeteiy. Tho 
committeo appointed to enquire into this 
matter in 187- had recommended that 
each denomination should purchase a plot 
of ground. All his bill provided for was 
to repeal tho act that has worked this 
mischief. 

Mr. Williama— This is an important 
bill. If a man dies in the city of v ictoria 
and ho has no friends tho citizens have to 

pay §15 for his grave. Ho was in favor 
of the bill. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem— In 1872 tlio Mc- 
Creight Govornmont conveyed tho lands, 
containing 47 acres, at Ogden point. 
Every man's creed is entitled to respect 
and will be respected by tho members of 
tJiis House. Ho would protect vested 
rights, but he wished to soo tho land used 
for tho purpose for which it was originally 
intended. The people of tho diilerent 
creeds appear to be willing to pay for tho 
portion of land required by each, and if a 
committee of tho whole House would take 
tho matter into consideration they might 
be able to make arrangoiiients that would 
be satisfactory to all parties. This bill 
was brought in by tho hon. gentleman 
(Mr. Evans) and the responsibility rcst.s 
entirely with him. He did not at all ap- 
prove of any wrangling over the i[uestion 
that concerned our last resting place. 

Mr. Gallagher thought .-it- was very 
wrong to moddlo witli tho mattcir at all. 
Ho did not think ono party should get 
their share for luithinLj, while others 
had to pay. We have laud enough in tlie 
Province to secure cheap graves" for tlie 
whole population. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven — There is nothing in 
tho bill that will interfere with y<»ted 
rights. Tlieso lands were placed in tlio 
hands of trustees, and that was the mis- 
take, 

Mr. Smithe — The Goveriiiiiont should 
havo introduced the bill instead of per- 
mitting Mr. Evans to do so. Mr. Beaven 
has always taken a groat interest in this 
questiofi and he should .luive introduced 
the bill. Wo are asked to repeal a law 
and to trust to chance for what wo shall 
get in its place. The diilerent dcncunina- 
tions who have obtained po-ssessinn of por- 
tions of this land are entitled to jirotec- 
tion no matter whether they obtained it 
by purchase or not. He did not intend 
to oppose the bill as he hoped the good 
sense of tho House would provide projicr 
security in committee. 

Mr. Vernon — Will the Government 
give any assurance that they will intro- 
duce proper amendments? Without such 
assurance ho would oppose the bill, 
j Tho bill was committed, Mr. Cowan in 
the chair. 

Clause 1. "Tho Cemetery Ordinance, 
1870, is hereby ropoalrd." 
That line is the bill. 
Hon. Mr. Walkem Hiiggested that a 
coniniittuo be appointed to consider the 
question, or that the gentlemen who op- 
pose the bill should introduce aniond- 
ments. He would not pledge himself to 
do so as ho had no time to spare. 

Mr. Beaven thought that a siniple bill 
should now be brought in and the ail'air 
would bo settled to the .satisfaction of the 
people. 

Mr. Smithe — The deed of trust exists 
and will continue in force. Tho allair ap- 
pears to bo in a more uus:it i8fact(jry con- 
dition than it was before. Tho Gnvcrn- 
mont cannot remove tlio trustees and they 
may do as they please in accordance with 
tho deed of trust. You h.ive made no 
provision for tho sujiposed iiTegularitics 
of which you complain and we should not 
bo asked to move in the dark. The re- 
peal of this bill places us in that position. 

Mr. Walkem referred to the deed of 
trust and said the trustees could not acC 
under the authority of a Law repealed. He 
hoped some hon. member would introduce 
a bill, or amendments to this, when it 
came again before the House. 

Mr. McGillivray— If this bill passes in 
its prcsen t shape it will only create con- 
fusion. 

Air. Vernon — What wo want is an as- 
surance that we shall have some law in 
place of tho Act ropea,led. The Attorney 
General sdys he has no time to bring one 
in. It is admitted on all hands that such 
a law is required, and no person appear.^ 
disposed to undertake the duty. 

Mr. Smithe — Tho action of tho Govern- 
ment reminds nio of the foolish man who 
had a house, not a very good one, but ho 
pulled it down before lio began to build 
and suifered a very g?eat inconvenience. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem — The proper way to 
manage tiiis matter is to hand it over to 
the municipality 
Mr. Ash— It

vr. P. Association. 

Ml'. Fell has proved himself your most 
earnest advocate. He tells you the Chin- 
ese are slaves. ^V'ill you permit slaves to 
desecrate tho s.acred soil of Britain? I 
think IVIr. Fell ought to bo elected Prosi- 
dont of tho Workingmon's Society. Tlio 
President of this association has told us 
that wo should not talk politics here.

In the land of Confucius, on the other side 
of tho Pacific, four hundred millions of 
these people swarm like flies in June. 
There is a surplus i)opulation preparing to 
advance on us. . It is easy to keep tlio 
ombahknifint of a river in repair, but if 
the floods break in thoir power is 'irre- 
sistible and all is lust. Gentlemen, wo 
must look carefully to our embankments; 
ono or two breaks aro already made and 
yonder comes tho flood. " In this country 
we are tho lions and the Chinese tho 
jackalls following in our path.

I say ■no;I'cannot'*8ny more 
than I can conipotu with tho savage who 
breakfasts on the bone.s left by a dog. 
Our civili/jition has taught us to live like 
men, and now the leaders of civilized so- 
ciety ask us to live like Chinamen. Gen- 
tlemen, it is impossible. Habit is sec- 
ond nature. AH tho power on earth will 
not compel the people of this continent 
to live on r'ice and rats. Our representa- 
tives here to-night gave us very good ad- 
vice. Be temperate, they say. lie tem- 
perate I l aayso too, but I also aaj', bo 
linn. Sjjcak plainly; let all the world 
know that you are able and ready to de- 
fend your liberties; that you will not per- 
mit tho money-making trader to open tho 
flood gates to a barbarian horde who aro 
aliens in blood, language and religion. 
Turning to tho representatives, Mr. 
Booth said, "I appeal to j'ou for aid." 
Then turning to the people, he said, "I 
ap[)cal to your manhood; I ask you to re- 
member tho glories of your race, and to 
stand side hy side like a rock of adamant 
to resist the advance of thc-io barbai'ians.

The members of the "long firm" who 
were recently convicted at the Old 
Bailey, included amongst their numbers 
representatives of the learned profess- 
ions. One Kocke, who was described 
as a clergyman, and had actually been 
ordained, was in his day a distinguished 
man at the University of Oxford, He 
rowed in the Oxford boat at the annual 
race at Putney, He. took a high posi- 
tion in classics, and gave every hope of 
achieving distinction. Somehow he 
took the wrong turn in the path of 
life, and now finds that it has led him 
to prison and hard l.'ibour. Another of 
the "firm" was a barrister who, whilst 
reading in chambers, bad especially im- 
pressed his "coach" with his ability and 
legal faculties, but ho also went wrong, 
and seems to have placed his legal 
knowledge at tho disposition of hia 
friends, so as to enable them, in many 
casesjto go any .number of questionable 
acts, which, however, were just outside 
tho boundary lino of criminal and in- 
dictable offences. One of the most im- 
pudent acts of the firm had been the 
purchase on credit of a pony and cart, 
which were. forthwith mortgaged to one 
person, and sold outright to another, 
witl]|0i\t having ever been paid for.
